Vigorous Measures Being Tnhen to Stamp 


Out tlio Disease—Tho Nlltlonul Caruru- 
mcnt Moving In tho Mattoi^-An Kx- 
iwrf* Opinion lu to Whoro tho Troublo 


CHICAGO, Sept. 82..—Tho fact that at four 


of tins distilleries in this city 3,000 cattle are 
now quarantined and guards stationed to pro- 
vont any of thorn being talte-u away, has ox- 
cited both Interest and consternation In live 
Ktoi:k circles horo. Tlio distilleries at which 
the cattle aro hold aro tho Chicago, Phconlx, 
Empire and Schufoldt's, and also at Harvey's 
farm. The stuto veterinarian Las examined 
the lungs of two cows which woro slaughtered 
and pronounces tho diseaso undoubtedly 
plouro-pnoiiionia. 


Health Commissioner DeWolt said Tues- 


day; "Tho stato authorities havo tho disease 
cooped up, and ai-o. making a groat light to- 
ward stamping It out altogether. When the 
8,000 cattlo ulror.dy oxposod to tho plague 
shall have been, -'isposod of, olthor in tho beot- 
barrol or ronduring-tanlc, the sheds at tho dis- 
tilleries should bo burned. Thoro must not 
I« n germ of tho disease left. I have groat 
confidence in tho ability of tho state authori- 
ties to meet tho emergency." 


Tho authorities believe- tho disease will be 


confined within tho present limits regardless 
of how severe it may prove. Dr. Casowell 
did not wish to assume any further responsi- 
bility until tho state Uvo stock commission in- 
vestigated tho matter and gave Instructions 
as to what shall bo done. In caso tho disou.se 
among tlio cattlo at tho distiUeiy-foeding sheds 
proves to bo contagious, all thu exposed cattlo 
will bo ordered killed, and the sheds will 
doubtless bo destroyed. The dlstillore are- aid- 
ing tho state officers In every possible way to 
complete their investigation in a thorough 
manner. Some of tho cattlo tnon argue there 
should be an expert examination rondo at the 
stock-yards erf all tho cattle brought thero for 
salo, as all thu cattlo i>ass through that 
mnrkot. 


Mr. J. H. Sanders, of The Breeders' Ga- 


zette, regarding tho diseaso which is causing 
such widespread interest and possible con- 
sternation, Imd tho following to Bay Tues- 
day: "The plague first mado its appearance 
in this neighborhood about two years ago, 
when it was 'brought by soroo Jersey cattlo 
from ft herd belonging to a Mr. Dyo, of Troy, 
Ohio.

An effort was 
inado at that tune to stamp out tlio disease by 
quarantine nnd vigorous measures, but cattle 
dealers, particularly stock-yards men, mudc 
such a hullabaloo and a cry that it was not a 
contagious disease, nnd that tho attempt t-c 
extirpate tho infection waa merely n scare 
gotten up for teUlsb purposes, that it was 
Impossible, to carry out tha proposed meas- 
ures, and the quarantine was relaxed. I 
an: satisfied if thero had boon no such outcry 
wo should not havo been troubled with the 
present outbreak, unless fresh infection had 
l«en imported, tor I thiuk that every case of 
pluuro-pnoumonla now k directly trocoablo to 
tho Ehiihurst nnd Geneva herds. Tho groat 
trouble with this disease is its liuildioui nature 
nnd the length of time that tho garrm require 
for incubation.

To Keep Preserved Frutt. 


In order to keep preserved fruit in con- 


dition it is necessary that tho jars bo air 
tight, aud that thoy bo kept in a cool, dark 
place. 
Atmospheric air is "ostromely in- 


sinuating," and it will penetrate even by 
microscopic openings, and thus injure tho 
product of labor performed in tho torrid sum- 
mer days in a kitchen with a temperature 
considerably over 100 degrees. Tho top of 
every jor with a screw or rubbnr fastening 
should bi) scaled with bottle wax. 
Jelly 


glosses should bo secured with bladders, or 
with paper dipped in whit» of egg and pressed 
about; tho glass without a wrinkle. 


Many porsonn take the precaution to wrap 


every ghiss jar or tumbler In paper, and then 
pack each of them in sawdust or sand, so that 
they will not ho affected by light nor by f.t- 
mospheric charges. Tho closet in which pre- 
serves aro kept should not be damp nor should 
it bu in doso proximity to tho kitchen. In 
winter the temperature must bo a degree or 
two above freezing point. It is rJways well 
to keep preserves in a closet by themselves, 
so that it n«xl only bo opened when necessary 
to store each new addition of jars. Thus tho 
atmospheric changes aro reduced to a mini- 
mum ajifl tin; fi'uit will remain in good con- 
dition.—^eup York Commercial AdvortLsi'r.
